The success which has attended the system of remedial 
training in converting criminals into useful members of so- 
ciety, is as well known as it is gratifying to every lover of so- 
cial progress.

Convict Prison, which is corrective, and the Reformatory 
Asylum, which as confirmately is essential to its complete de - 
velopment. It is desirable that Protestants, as well as Ro- 
man Catholics, should have the benefit of each of these de- 
ann EO of the system, ‘The Roman Catholics have estab- 

ished a flourishing Reformatary Asylum at Golden-bridge, 

for members of their communion who have been discharged

Tne Roman Patricians treated debt as if it were a 
crime, nay worse than many crimes. There, creditors 
could gratify the longing of a Shylock with impu- 
nity, for the law considerately directed that if the 
creditor took more or less than his due share of 
the debtor's body, dissected while still living, he 
should not be held accountuble. Our old laws regard- 
ing debt, if not so sanguinary, were equally inhuman. 
The letter of our Correspondent, J. H. H., which we 
print to-day, proves that notwithstanding all that has 
been done to ameliorate our debtor's code, a vast 
amount of hardship and a deal of cruelty may be 
inflicted by the machinery of the law, if put in motion 
by an unrelenting or unfeeling creditor. In England 
a Bill is passing through the House of Commons to 
abolish imprisonment for debt  unaccompa- 
nied with fraud. We know not why the law

We simply would give the 
debtor the power of obtaining, without the 
sorrow, suffering and degradation such as our 
Correspondent speaks of, that which is the 
maximum of all a Creditor should legitimately 
obtain, namely, an opportunity to surrender his pro- 
perty, an investigation into his affairs, and an adjudica- 
tion upon his dealings. To men really anxious for 
all this, as tending to prove their honesty, and to 
convince their creditors of their willingness as well as 
their inability to pay the law at present is costly, 
dilatory, harsh, and absolutely cruel. It tends to in- 
crease the power of those who pander to the tastes, 
avail themselves of the temper, and then traffic on 
the exigencies and necessities of their fellow-men. 
Small traders whose assets would not pay the heavy 
expenses of a Commission of Bankruptcy, are fearful 
victims of the present Law. We know that it is 
possible, under some circumstances, to escape from 


prison after a week's incarceration. But even 
then the whole complicated and expensive 
machinery of the Law has been put in 


motion; nay more, they only can be released who 
have friends sufficiently solvent, and sufficiently be- 
nevolent to offer bail for double the amount of the 
debts. The melancholy annals of the dismal Mar- 
shalsea alone could tell how many have perished from 
the effeets of hardship and agony of mind endured 
during the lengthened incarceration of a husband or 
father, who, during all the period of a degrading a 
and useless punishment, were guilty ofno crime.

Coroner’s Inquest.—LouGHREA, Ist AUGUST, 1859. 
—QOn this day an inquest was held here before E. K. 
Lynch, Esq., of Rahelly, one of her Majesty’s coroners 
for this county, on view of the body of George Wood- 
land, a journeyman shoemaker, a native of Athlone, who 
was found dead in his bed on yesterday morning, to 
which he had retired about ten o’cluck the night 
previous in apparentg ood health. A jury being 
provided by thepolice, and one of them being a 
prisoner, and wanting his right hand, the coroner re- 
jected him for the better observance of the law. 
According to the sworn testimony of Cornelius Gallaher, 
a tailor, who slept with the deceased fur the last three 
mouths, both of them went to bed as usual; witness 
awaking about four o’clock next morning discovered the 
deceased to be rigidly cold, and upon examination found 
life extinct. Doctor Henry Clown, dispensary physician 
in this town, deposed, on oath, to the deceased having 
become a patient of his; and to his complaint 
being Lumbago and Sciatica; for whieh he witness 
gave deceased some drugs, which he has since 
discovered the deceased had never “used. 
From an external examination of the body, he was 
therefore unable to give it as his opinion only, that an 
attack of the heart was the cause of his death. 
The jury, after a short consultation, returned as their 
verdict that the deceased George Woodland died from 
disease of the heart. 
— The deceased being a Protestant, the Rev. Mr. Rushe, 
Rector of this parish, had an application made to the 
Relieving Officer of the town and district for a coffin, 
but was refused.

LAW VERSUS JUSTICE.—A VOICE FROM THE 
FOUR COURTS’ MARSHALS A. 
(TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES). 

Str,—I beg to forward to your paper the particulars of the 
sort of justice administered to me (an insolvent prisoner). I 
have filed my schedule and vested my estate (which is more 
than double the amount of my debts), and [ trust liberts will 
be given to me to publish the following details of hardship in 
my case, it being not only a great grievance to me, but in- 
volving a question of legal public right. I am arrested for a 
“ bill of costs” incurred by my defeat in an action against a 
solicitor, whom I complained against for damages in 
varying a deed, cuntrary to the terms of a for- 
mer agreement, and which defeat, I attest, was the result 
of my pleading my own cause, in corroboration of which I use 
the words of the “Lord Chief Justice,” at the trial, that “ he 
wanted to nonsuit me, as hethought there was something in 
my case; had I the assistance of a solicitor and counsel.” But 
the Jury gave a verdict adverse to me. 

I have made repeated applications to the Insolvent court for 
a “bail rule,” as my case cannot be tried until October, it 
being now the long vacation. This was opposed by my de- 
taining creditor, on the grounds of alleged vexatious litigation. 
The court = knowing my grievance) refused the “ bail rule,” 
by which Í am doomed to four months imprisonment before 
I can have afair trial. In fact by the decision of the court, 
I am already tried, condemned and punished, and the proceed- 
ing involves my ruin, with a family of six children, who have 
no dependence but my labour,as their only means of support. 

But what I complain of is, that I am not allowed my 
liberty by giving substantial bail to appear and stand my 
trial. This sort of proceeding is sanctioned by law, and by 
an act for the protection of “ Insolvent Debtors.” An act 
which appears to me far more severe than the law is, in many 
cases, against criminal uffenders. In truth, it is following up 
the old adage of “hanging a man first, and judging him 
after.’—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, J. H. H.

THE BILDEN HOMICIDE. 

Alexander Martin was indicted for feloniously killing 
and slaying James Kelly at Hilden, near Lisburn, on 
the 9th August, 1858. 

Sir J. Stipples appeared for the prosecution, and 
Messrs. M‘Meehan and R. Leeds defended the prisoners. 
The case was tried before, at the Spring Assizes, but 
the jury then disagreed. It appeared trom the evidence, 
that on the evening in question, that there was a 
dance in the house of a widow Burns at Kilden, to 
which the prisoner’s father (who resided next door to 
the widow Burns) objected. the Martin’s (prisoner and 
his father) came into collision with decceased, and seve ra 
others, and a fight ensued in the course of which the 
deceased received a stab from the effects of «hich he 
died shortly afler. A second person named Owen 
Huges, was also killed in the affray. 

It was sworn that Martin the prisoner stabbed both

been no evidence given to show that the prisoner was 
guilty of the charge. After the examination of several 
witnes. es for the defence, his Lordship charged the jury 
who retired, and had not agreed to a verdict when this 
despatch was forwarded.

Doctor Hamilton, resident physcian at the 
hospital, deposed, that when deceased was admitted 
she was suffering from rupture of long standing, which 
had been the subject of operation 10 or 15 years ago. 
She presented symptoms of extreme prostration from 
which she could not be rallied. She believed death 
to have resulted from distraction of the intestines— 
verdict accordingly. 


CARLOW PETTY SESSIONS. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 
Carlow, Monday, August 1. 

In my last letter I mentioned that an ill-feeling ex- 
isted on the part of the militia against the constabulary 
of this town, which bad feeling, it is to be feared, is not 
confined to the militia alone, but is shared in by a por- 
tion of the lower class of the inhabitants of the town. 
At the conclusion of the petty sessions held on the 
above day, the County Inspector of constabulary drew 
the attention of the presiding magistrates to the fact 
that a very bad feeling appeared to exist towards the 
constabulary, as large crowds of persons, amongst whom 
were several of the militia, assembled on Saturday and 
Sunday nights, and commenced insulting and abusing 
the police. This was carried to such an extent that he 
found it necessary to direct the police to remain 
in barrack, and leave the town unprotected. The offence 
was a very serious one, and might lead to bad work 
if not puta stop to. He thought it right to mention 
that every man or woman assembling in such a riotous 
manner subjected themselves to be indicted. 

Their Worships in the strongest terms denounced 
such conduct; they hoped they would hear no more 
about it, but if they did, and any persons were brought 
before them, they would inflict the highest punishment 
the law would allow. 

Head-Constable Johnston said hé had the names of 
several of the rioters, and he intended to have

If the quantity stated to be stored exceeds seventy 
pounds he proceeds with a body of police to make 
the seizure. Ifthe door is not opened to him at once, 
he is invested with full power to break it open ; and 
if the police officers exhibit the least backward- 
ness In assisting, or show any sympathy with 
the unfortunate owner, they are liable tó be 
heavily fined. The owner of the salt, with al per- 
sons found upon the premises, are ithmediately appre- 
hended. and are liable to six months’ imprisonment 
tor the first offence, twelve for the second, and eighteen 
months for the third; so that if a poor Indian 
was to see a shower of salt in his garden (there are 
showers of salt sometimes,) and to attempt to take 
ad vantage of it without paying duty, he would become 
liable to this heavy punishment, ‘The superintendent 
of police is also empowered to detain and search trad- 
ing vessels, and if salt he found on board without a 
permit, the whole of the crew may be apprehended 
and tried for the offence. Any person erecting a 
distilling ‘apparatus in his own house, merely to distil 
enouyn sea water for the use of his household, is 
Lrole te such a fine as may ruin him. In this ease, 
direct proof is not required, but inferred from cir- 

cumstances at the discretion of the judge! 

If a person wishes to erect a factory upon his own 
estate, he must first give notice to the collector of 
revenue of all particulars relative thereto, failing 
ae which, the tollector may order all the works to be 
. destroyed. Having given notice, officers are imme- 
ei diately quartered upon the premises, who have access 
to all parts thereof, for fear the Company should be 
defrauded of the smallest amount of duty.

The Queen’s rose is also a lively and charming colour 
for trimming Leghorn. The fashion of trimming with 
black and white is still persevered in by some of our 
belles. Black ribboris also continue to be worn on both 
bonnets and dresses. 

There is not much change ¢ithet in the materials 
for, or the shapes of bonnets. Very light fancy straws 
or crape are the most worn. Some very beautiful 
Leghorn bonnets are also worn. They are of an ex- 
quisite texture, and far too high in price to become 
very general. These, trimmed with elegant flowers 
and lace. are charming bonnets for visiting dress ; or, 
with a simple ribbon, may be worn quite en deshabille. 

Fancy straws plaited with chennille are very pretty, 
and a bow of plaid ribbon is all the trimming they 
need. Nothing can be much prettier than a bonnet of 
tulle bouillonne, with two bunches of flowers—for ex- 
ample, a bunch of pink rhododendrons azalias, and 
rather lower down one of a paler colour, almost 
without leaves. The inside of the bonnet is trimmed to 
match. Any colour may be worn ; one has only there- 
fure to choose that which is most becoming. 

Black ribbon is still used for trimmings, although it is 
not & fashion likely ever to becoine general, as, unless it 
is made very costly with embroidery, it is far too heavy 
to form a graceful trimming.

Wace Carrurep at Buncraxa.—The imhabitants 
of this picturesque watering resort were nota little sur- 
prised, on Saturday morning, on gaining intelligence 
that a large whale, very much disabled, and sposting 
great quantities of water, had been observed off a well- 
known rock ¢alled the “ Oyster Cage,” which is between 
three and four hundred yards from the entrance of Bun- 
crana harbour.

The captors are sanguine of making soine- 
thing handsome out of the prize, as a vessel lying in 
the lough has engaged to take it to Glasgow, for which 
port she is bound, for exhibition, the profits, of course, 
“to come to the captors.— Communicated to the Belfast 
News-Letter.
